Defirous  of  complying  with  this 
mandate,  which  was  fuppofed  to  o- 
rigmate  with  tiie  Bifhop  of  London, 
eclors  have  eVer  fince  abridg- 
ed the  performances  on  Saturday 
evenings  ; and  on  Saturday,  inlleaii 
of  the  very  long  ballad  of  Oflia 
they  fubftituted  Paul  et  Virgt 
between  the  lirft  and  feednd  abl 
Ossian  at  the  cloffi.  This  afl  con' 
tains  the  me  ft  attract'  2 ot'  the  bal 


.letdown,  in  hopes  that  it  would  be 
j refpedled,  but  this  did  not  avail,  for  [the  date  of  my  lali 
'the  faffiionable  vandals  comp! 
dellroyed  it.  Of  the  nui; 
luftres  in  the  lower  part  o1 
houle,  four  only  efcaped  tlu*v  fury, 
a id  twenty-two,  out  of  the  thirty- 
two  rich  chandaliers  were  demolilli- 
ed.  The  guards  were  called  in, 
but  feeing  officers,  noblemen  and 
gentlemen  of  diftindlion  engaged, 
they  refufed  to  take  an  adlive  part, 
and  to  proceed  to  any  tne  a flings  of 
force.  Several  ronftables  app 
but  their  enfigns  of.  authoiity! 
wrefted  from  them,  and  they  v 
glad  of  permiflion  to  efcape.  Mr. 

Kelly  came  forward  to  endeavour  to 
explain  the  conduct  of  the  houfe, 
and  refpedlfully  to  ftate,  That 
they  could  only  bow  with  fubraiflion 
to  the  injunctions  that  had  been  gi- 
ven them  ; -but  he  was  not  heard. 

Violent  clamour  enfued.  Mr.  D’ 

Egville,  Mr.  Jewell,  and  Mr. 

Gould  the  proprietor,  were  indif- 
cri  ninately  called  for.  Even  the 
Right  Rev.  Prelate,  at  whoffi  defire 
the  regulation  was  eftablilhed  in 
the  then  humour  of  the  houfe,  came 
in  for  a large  (hare  of  the  abufe, 
and  fome  of  the  rioters  adlually  pro- 
pofed  that  he  fliould  be  fent  to  an- 
(\ver  for  himfelf.  The  pannels  of 
the  boxes  were  broken  to  pieces  ; 
the  feats  torn  up,  and  the  interior 
of  the  houfi  reduced  to  ruin.  At 
length  the  remaining  lights  were 
extinguiflied,  and  about  half  paft  2 
o’clock,  the  company  being  left  in 
darknefs,  eeafed  from  further  vio- 
lence. The  riot  continued  full 
three  hours,  and  the  damage  is  by 
fome  accounts  eftimated  at  5000I. 

It  appeared  evident  that  the  whole 
was  a preconcerted  affair,  in  order 
to  teftify  the  indignation  of  the  fafli. 
ionable  mob,  at  their  being  denied 
to  extend  their  amufeinents  into 
Sunday  ; and  even  fome  members  of 
Parliament  are  faid  to  have  been  a- 
tnop.g  the  mod  aiSlive  aggreffors. 

We  hope  for  the  honor  of  the  Le 
giflature,  that  this  was  not  therfadl. 

A proficutioa  it  is  faid,  will  b 
mediately  commenced  againft 
ringleaders  of  this  tumult.
